In last Saturday's MEKCUKY 
the 


writer of the article headed 
"Two 


Stormy 'Lections" and which attracted 
much attention, and caused consider- 
able comment among parties interest- 
ed, was led into a mistake by quoting 
from an old file of the MKUCT'KY which 
published a list of officers and mem- 
bers of a company of volunteers attach- 
ed to the Tenth Hegimcnt, which should 
have read Ninth Regiment. Reference 
to the "Adjutant General's Report for 
1805," which inclu-Jes the "Register of 
Rhode Island Volunteers 1801 to 181)5" 
has convinced him of his error, anil he 
herewith gives the official record with 
the history of the regiment:

With 
one exception, the companies belonged 
to other towns, and left the city in the 
earliest trains, for their respective 
homes.

Captain Royce, who commanded 
the Superior, of Sag Harbor, in her first 
voyage into the Arctic, states that he 
has known a wlialo to take out 0300 feet 
of line in sounding. He docs not, how- 
ever, moan that tlio whale sounded to 
that depth, since the line continues to 
be drawn from the boat even while the 
whale is rising, so that two-thirds of 
this number of feet for the perpendicu- 
lar descent would probably bo making 
a liberal estimate. The time usually 
occupied by whales in sounding varies 
from about half an hour for the right to 
about an hour and a half for the sperm 
whale. A frightened wlialo will, ac- 
cording to the judgment of old whale- 
men, go from 10 to 12 miles an hour; 
indeed, when first struck they frequent- 
ly rush at the rate of from a) to 25 miles 
in hour for a short time. Though often 
killed without extraordinary difficulty, 
yet their tenacity of life at times is sur- 
prising. Captain Malloy, of the bark 
Osccola, of New Hertford, mentions an 
instance, whore one of his boats struck 
a largo sperm whale from the waist 
boat. Soon after the starboard boat 
fastened to him and got stove; a bomb- 
lance was then fired into him from the 
waist boat, whereupon he turned upon 
her and stove her, knocking her bottom 
completely out.

setts that there can be no recovery for 
the trespass. If tho land holder has 
any remedy in Connecticut, which is 
very doubtful, it is only by taking the 
cattle into custody. 
In most cases this 


remedy would be impracticable and in- 
adequate.—-(Lawyer Browning before 
the Connecticut Board of Agriculture. 


Hint* on Handling Horace. 


When you begin to train your young 


horse do it with mingled lirmncss and 
kindness. When he comes to you, pet 
him and speak approvingly and cn- 
couiagingly tj him. When you caress 
him, do not pat his mane, for he does 
not like that. Pat his neck where it is 
free from the mane and the point of his 
Shoulder and his breast. When he does 
well, give him an apple or a bit of su- 
gar or a carrot. Do not give your kind- 
ness, to him grudgingly, but meet him 
half way. Slcver let him see that you 
arc afraid of him.

Eggs for hatching should be as fresh 


as possible. If laid the very same day, 
so much the better. This "is not al- 
ways possible with small flocks, yot if 
a numerous and healthy brood is all 
that is wanted the most recent eggs 
should be selected. 


Eggs may bo kept for this purpose bj 


placing thorn on their points in a box ii 
a cool, dry place,. 'Die temperature 
should be about 00° or63°. The bottom 
of the box should lie covered with a 
layer of wheat bran.tlum a layer of csijs 
put. in and covered with the bran. aii< 
so on alternating. By this method cvajv 
oration is prevented.'and the eggs are 
almost as certain to hatch out at the 
end «f six weeks as when they were 
laid. 


Thick-shelled cggsjilcn thc.se of gcc«c, 
Guinea fowls, etc., will retain life long- 
er than thin-shelled ones, iw those of 
hens and ducks. When choice eggs are 
expected to be laid, it is more prudent 
to have the hen which is to sit upon 
thorn wait for them than to keep other 
eggs waiting for her. A good sitter 
may he amimed for two or three weeks 
•with a few addled eggs, and HO lie ready 
to take charge of those of value imme- 
diately upon their arrival, thus sorting 
the eggs fresh. 


As to the choice of eggs for hatching, 


such should be taken, of course, as are 
believed to havo been rendered produc- 
tive. Those of medium size, that is, 


not now content with a fine drawing- 
room; she aspires to create a beautiful 
home.

Perhaps a dawning im- 
pression of the complexity of the work 
may be obtained as the visitor sees tho 
7.0 large folio volumes which contain 
the catalogue (only) of the printed 
books. He may then be ready'to learn 
that no less than twenty-three process- 
es arc required, before even a simple 
book is loft to it hardly-earned repose 
on tho shelves. It has at least to be 
classed, marked, stamped, catalogued, 
and perhaps bound, and the catalogue 
slip corresponding to it is copied, re- 
vised, cut out, mounted on stiller paper, 
and pasted in its place. What is sim- 
ple is the procedure for obtaining a 
book when wanted, but that simplicity, 
is bought by hard labor. Hardly any 
English book or edition of importance 
is wanting in the collection, and not 
one requires more than five minutes to 
fetch. It may bo interesting to point 
out that the proportion of books of va- 
rious subjects—if the whole library bo 
counted as 100—is nearly as follows: 
Theology, 28; History, with Biog 
and Geography, about. 20; liellcs 
tros, 14; "Philosophy." including edu- 
cation and social questions, 10; Law 
and Classics, each 8; Medicine, with 
Natural Science, about 5; the rest, 7.—

The 
water in which the bones are boiled is 
reduced to glue, and the dust which 
comes from sawing the bones is fed to I 
Battle and poultry.- [Scientific Amen-1 
can.
